Carrying out the Italian determ- 


ination not to sit at any table at 
which Abyssinia was treated as an 
equal, Baron Aloisi repeated a 
similar gesture of yesterday and 
made it plain negotiations will be 
difficult.

Abyssinian delegate was invited 
to take a seat. Italy is a member 
of the council. Abyssinia is not. 


The incident, nonetheless dra-

came after Italy had made her 
first capitulation at the current 
crucial session of the council. 


Italy agreed to accept appoint- 


ment of a committee of five na- 
tions, including Fjrance and Great

;the Abyssiri; 


ian complaint to the league

the Italian rejoinder. 


Appointment of the committee 


to handle the critical problem was 
decided upon yesterday, but 
the 


move early struck a snag as Italy 
objected to participation by Bri- 
tain and France, which she termed 
as "interested parties" in the dis- 
pute because of their participation 
with Italy in the treaty of 1906 
regarding Abyssinia. If these two 
nations take part, so should Italy, 
was the Italian stand. 


Today, however, she 
reversed 


her decision, approving 
appoint- 


ment of Britain, France, Poland, 
Turkey, and Spain to the com- 
mittee. The Italian delegation an- 
nounced, however, that to save its 
face at home it would 
abstain 


from voting on the committee's 
creation.

Really determined and enthusiastic readers will always manage, 
by begging, borrowing or stealing, to gain possession of the books they 
want to read. And then when they have them, they remain awlike 
until all hours of the night and morning in order that every page, line 
and word may be consumed. 
When men and women permit years and often the gm itei part 
of a lifetime to pass without reading a look or a number of books, a 
reasonable conclusion is that the compelling urge is not present.
